Although  they  can  be  planted  as  late  as  they  can  be  got  in  the  ground,  yet  those 
planted  early  give  finer  flowers,  as  it  is  necessary  for  bulbs  to  make  some  root  growth  in  fall  to  give  the  best 
results.  The  general  line  of  bulbs  will  be  ready  the  second  week  in  September.  A  few  kinds  (chiefly  lilies)  are 
not  ready  for  shipment  before  November,  as  they  are  not  matured  enough  to  take  up  before  that  time.  There¬ 
fore,  please  note  that  all  general  orders  will  be  shipped  as  soon  as  received,  and  the  “November  Bulbs”  will  be 
forwarded  as  early  in  November  as  possible.
